Megan Edwards is a 
name that should be 
known to more than a few 
Sierra Madre residents. 
The daughter of residents 
Spencer and Betty Ed¬ 
wards, Megan was known 
both for her writing and as 
the principal of Gooden 
School in Sierra Madre. 
She will be appearing at 
Vroman’s Bookstore in 
Pasadena (695 E. Colo¬ 
rado Blvd., 3:00 p.m.) 
signing copies of her book 
Roads from the Ashes: An 
Odyssey in Real Life on the 
Virtual Frontier. 

“Roads from the ashes ” 
isn’t just a catchy book ti¬ 
tle. Actually, the book is a 
200+ page answer to the 
question “What would you 
do if all your stuff went up 
in smoke?” That question 
was not a rhetorical one for 


Edwards. Sierra Madre 
residents may remember 
the October, 1993 fire that 
took her home. Numerous 
fires in the summer/fall of 
1993 burned over 1,000 
homes in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, and Edwards’ was 
one of those. However, 
while most residents who 
lost their houses filed an 
insurance claim, replaced 
what they could, and went 
on with their lives, for Ed¬ 
wards, her husband Mark 
Sedenquist, and their dog 
Marvin, that fire marked 
the transformation of her 
life, a life that has never 
been the same. 

What Megan Edwards 
did, quite simply, is pile 
into the Phoenix One, a 
motorhome/office, to take 
what she expected would 
be a six month road trip/ 
sabbatical. Five years and 
130,000 miles later, they 


are still on the road. Her 
new mission, which she 
succeeds at on a daily ba¬ 
sis, is “to be at work, at 
home, and on the road, all 
in the same grand mo¬ 
ment.” 

The book is perfectly 
readable, coming across as 
a late-night discussion 
with someone simply de¬ 
scribing her experiences. 
But what experiences! 
Take her reaction to re¬ 
turning to their home fol¬ 
lowing the fire: “When we 
arrived back at the top of

using about six parts of it. What a waste. But let me get 
back to my story. 

The Mexican War resulted in a land purchase for $15 
million of a large portion of the American southwest, and 
a few years later, we (we the USA, that is) kicked in 
another $10 million for the rest of it. Selling Texas for 
$15 million is about the equivalent of getting $100 for a 
Donny and Marie 8-track. Unfortunately for Mexico, the 
war crippled the Mexican economy to the point where 
Benito Juarez; a liberal Zapotec Indian who believed in 
breaking up the large estates of Roman Catholic land- 
owners and kelpt getting driven from Mexico City every 
time the conservatives could amass an army, yet always 
returned to power, decided that he really couldn’t afford 
to pay some debts to the countries of Great Britain, 
Spain, and France.

“stuck” in the sewer line. 

5) It is usually three times more expensive to clean a sewer line 
through a roof vent. 

* A much hewer alternative is to have a'fult size, ground level, sewer clean out installed; 
This will result in a safer, more effective, less frequent and less expensive sewer cleaning 
procedure in the future.

Herman Rael: SMN’s Renaissance Man

May marks the one- 
year anniversary of adver¬ 
tising account executive 
Herman Rael with the Si¬ 
erra Madre News. While 
residents and business 
owners around town may 
only associate Herman 
with his current job, he 
actually has quite an exten¬ 
sive and varied back¬ 
ground in the foothills 
area. 

It was in 1951 that Her¬ 
man Rael came to Califor¬ 
nia, from New Mexico. 
After a brief stay in Re¬ 
dondo Beach, he came to 
Pasadena in 1954, where 
he graduated from Pasade¬ 
na High School. His edu¬ 
cational background in 
New Mexico had been 
somewhat limited. “Where 
I came from in New Mex¬ 
ico, they didn’t speak En¬ 
glish or Spanish well,” 
Rael half-jokes. Studying 
English in school and 
teaching himself Spanish, 
Herman went from having 
limited speaking skills as a 
young boy to being bilin¬ 
gual. 

While in high school, 
Herman became involved 
in boxing, studying under 
Canto Robledo, a trainer 
who had become blind as 
the result of damage in the 
ring. Robledo had a career 
which included bouts 
against the great Ike Will¬ 
iams. Under his direction, 
Rael competed as an ama¬ 
teur middleweight, record¬ 
ing only one loss and one 
draw in over 30 fights. 
While he got out of the 
boxtng^cene at a relative¬ 
ly early age, Rael retains 
his knowledge of boxing 
technique, and much of his 
hand speed. Next time you 
run into him on the street, 
ask him to throw a jab! 

Out of high school, 
Herman served in the Na¬ 
tional Guard for two years, 
and the Navy for four 
years in the 1950’s. While 


in the Navy, he coached a 
team of boxers who com¬ 
peted against a team of 
boxers from the Marines. 

When discharged from 
the Navy, Herman went to 
work at Beckman Instru¬ 
ments, then Consolidated 
Electrodynamics in Pasa¬ 
dena. What he wanted to 
do, however, was be in 
business for himself. So, 
following his dream, Her¬ 
man opened the Brun¬ 
swick News and Cigar 
Store, on Colorado Blvd. 
in Pasadena. 

After selling the news¬ 
stand, Rael got into the 
field where he made his 
reputation: The restaurant 
business. With a father 
who had over 30 years in 
the restaurant business, 
you could say it was in his 
blood. He had worked for 
his father as everything 
from a dishwasher to a 
cook, and knew the busi¬ 
ness. His first venture was 
“Super Sub,” on Los Rob¬ 
les. When he sold it seven 
years later, he opened “Su¬ 
per Burger,” which he 
owned for five years be¬ 
fore buying El Taco on 
Rosemead. “I still get a lot 
of people who remember 
me from El Taco. They’ll 
come up to me all of these 


years later and say, ‘You 
had the best food at that 
place’!” Rael laughs. 

Herman was living in 
Altadena with his second 
wife, Francine. Francine, 
however, wanted to return 
to Sierra Madre, where she 
was from. 12 years ago, 
the Rael’s purchased their 
home in town, where 
they’ve remained ever 


since. Between the two of 
them, Herman and Fran¬ 
cine have seven boys and 
one girl. Like boxing and 
like the restaurant busi¬ 
ness, Sierra Madre itself 
has become a part of Her¬ 
man Rael. When he’s not 
putting in another full day

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Harbicht Leaning Toward State Assembly Bid

He has not definitively 
' decided, but earlier this 
week, Arcadia City Coun¬ 
cilman Robert Harbicht 
confirmed th^t he is seri¬ 
ously considering running 
for the 59th District State 
Assembly seat that Bob 
Margett will be forced to 
vacate following his cur¬ 
rent term, pursuant to Cal¬ 
ifornia’s term limits initia¬ 
tive. 

Harbicht himself is no 
stranger to term limits; fol¬ 
lowing eight years on the 
Arcadia City Council, 
from 1986 through 1994, 
he sat out for two years due 
to Arcadia’s term limit law 
prior to his reelection in 
1996. 

Harbicht also served on 
the Duarte City Council, 
being elected in the early 


1970’s at the age of 29, and 
serving as Mayor at just 31 
years old, prior to resign¬ 
ing from the City Council 
when he moved to Arca¬ 
dia. He is the owner of 
Harbicht Research, Inc. a 
firm that conducts opinion 
surveys for corporations to 
measure customer satis¬ 
faction, opinions, and in¬ 
terest. He started the com¬ 
pany just months after 
buying a home in Arcadia, 
then leaving the consulting 
firm of which he was a 
minority owner. 

“The primary is almost 
a year away, then there’s a 
substantial gap before the 
general election, but I real¬ 
ize that I have to get mov¬ 
ing on this thing either 
way,” says Harbicht. “I 
would say the probability 


is better than 50-50, but 
there are still consider¬ 
ations that I have to go 
over, and I’ll be discussing 
this further with my wife.” 

Harbicht realizes that 
the primary election, next 
March, is the key to a State 
Assembly seat, as the 59th 
is “a fairly safe Republican 
District.” Margett himself, 
prior to serving as State 
Assemblyman, was a Re¬ 
publican City Coun- 
cilmember/Mayor in Ar¬ 
cadia. Harbicht, in his 12th 
year on the Council, has 
served as Mayor twice and 
Mayor Pro Tern, his cur¬ 
rent position, four times. 

One factor in Harbicht’s 
final decision will be that 
the election comes in the 
same time frame as what 
would be his reelection for 


the Arcadia City Council 
seat, should he attempt to 
retain it. “I have to factor 
in the expiration of my 
Council seat,” Harbicht 
says. “If I weren’t success¬ 
ful (for Assembly) there 
would be a question of 
whether I could continue 
with the Council.” 

While nominations 
don’t officially open until 
November, due to the 
forced vacation of the seat 
by the incumbent, there is 
particular interest in next 
year’s election. The polit¬ 
ical feelers and jockeying 
for position would feel the 
ripples of a Harbicht can¬ 
didacy, with 15 combined 
years and four successful 
elections in the City Coun¬ 
cils of Duarte and Arcadia, 
two local foothill commu¬ 


City Enacts New Adult 
Business Ordinance

The Arcadia City Council Tuesday night approved 
a text amendment to the Arcadia Municipal Code that 
updated the City’s policy concerning Adult Business¬ 
es. The City had passed an urgency ordinance on Janu¬ 
ary 19th, 1999, and that ordinance had been in effect 
as City staff worked on a new permanent ordinance to 
bring before the City Council. 

‘The new ordinance came in response to court rul¬ 
ings and legal advice,” said Community Development 
Administrator Donna Butler. ‘The City is aware of the 
legal principles (governing these businesses)...It is not 
the intent of the City to suppress First Amendment 
rights.” 

The Planning Commission unanimously approved 
the text amendment (Commissioner Bruckner absent), 
with the modification that the City’s Redevelopment 
Area be excluded. That change would allow adult busi¬ 
nesses in other areas of the City zoned M-1 and M-2 
(industrial), provided those businesses meet minimum 
distance requirements (50 feet from another adult busi¬ 
ness; 700 feet from any existing residential zone, park, 
recreation area, religious establishment, library, school, 
or day care facility.) 

While the proposed ordinance is significantly more 
restrictive in terms of the types of activities that can take 
place in an adult business, and in terms of regulations, 
it is less restrictive in one small respect: The reduction 
in the distance requirement from 750 feet to 700 feet. 
That reduction brought some residents to the podium 
Tuesday night in protest. 

City Attorney Michael Miller had advised the City 
Council that the previous requirement of 750 feet was 
restrictive enough to essentially prohibit adult business¬ 
es from feasible locations, a no-no according to the 
United States Supreme Court, which has consistently 
ruled that such businesses may not be excluded entire¬ 
ly. The belief of Miller and special counsel Deborah 
Fox, a First Amendment specialist, is that the previous 
ordinance, if challenged, would have been ruled uncon¬ 
stitutional and thrown out, thereby removing what reg¬ 
ulations governing adult businesses were already in 
place. It was this concern that prompted January’s pas¬ 
sage of the urgency ordinance, which also reduced the 
minimum distance requirement to 700 feet. In response 
to a question from Mayor Pro Tern Robert Harbicht, 
Miller responded that in his belief, the 700 feet require¬ 
ment would be legally defensible. 

Speaking against the proposal was Roger Sonnen- 
berg, who said, “You state a number of reasons that 
adult businesses are bad for the City. (The staff report 
discusses “adverse secondary effects,” which the ordi¬ 
nance tries to mitigate). We concur. Yet, you are about 
to approve them in spite of the findings.” Sonnenberg 
added that the issue was one “worth fighting over,” and 
that the City should not be afraid of a legal battle. 

Nancy Gould agreed with Sonnenberg, noting that 
the City of San Marino doesn’t even allow liquor stores 
or bars, an analogy that Harbicht pointed out didn’t re¬ 
ally fit, as liquor stores have not been afforded First 


Amendment protection by the Supreme Court. Gould 
also asked how residents knew that the City Council 
wouldn’t repeal elements of the new ordinance that were 
restrictive, such as the prohibition on “lap dancing” 
(physical contact between employees and patrons, pro¬ 
hibited under the proposed ordinance) if faced with a 
lawsuit. 

Councilmember Gary Kovacic stated that there are 
many options open to residents, including taking their 
concerns to the owner of the property and the proposed 
business owner (One club is scheduled to open for busi¬ 
ness in July). “I see us (The City Council and the resi¬ 
dents) as having two separate jobs,” said Kovacic. “We 
(the Council) swore to uphold the Constitution, but you 
didn’t. If we let personal prejudices interfere with our 
decision, we are making a very serious mistake.” Ko¬ 
vacic added that he envied residents for having more 
flexibility in their potential actions than the Council 
does. 

Other residents, Carolyn Ziegler Davenport and Greg 
Keeley, spoke against the proposal, both opposed to the 
loosening of the distance requirement. The Council at¬ 
tempted to explain its unanimous position that the reduc¬ 
tion was a necessary evil. ‘To suggest that we want this 
is ludicrous,” said Harbicht. “We’ve taken significant 
steps to protect the community within the legal limits.” 

“Unfortunately, we have the problem of ending up not 
only spending money (to defend a lawsuit) but could 
have ended up with this in our back yard (if the old or¬ 
dinance was stricken as unconstitutional),” said Gail 
Marhsall. “We’ve kept it from Live Oak, Baldwin Av¬ 
enue, Huntington Drive...but we cannot eliminate it en¬ 
tirely.” 

The proposed text amendment was passed unani¬ 
mously (Councilmember Roncelli absent), with the Plan¬ 
ning Commission’s recommendation to exclude the Re¬ 
development Area. In the City Council’s opinion and in 
the opinion of City staff, the ordinance meets the Coun¬ 
cil’s goal of being the most restrictive ordinance that 
would be permitted legally.

“1 honest¬ 
ly feel that the cities would 
be better off if the States 
would just leave them the 
power to make their own 
decisions, and the money 


to implement them,” he 
says. Property taxes fund¬ 
ing that has been withheld 
at the State level has put 
numerous California cities 
in an economic bind since 
the early 1990’s, a bind 
that Arcadia appears to be 
finally coming out of 
Robert Harbicht and his 
wife Patsy have two chil¬ 
dren, both married. Their 
son is a teacher, and their 
daughter is an administra¬ 
tor in a home for mentally 
challenged adults. They 
are 25 year Arcadia resi¬ 
dents.
